(2) the dimension of 1x14 km was previously reported, and is 
considered correct. 

(3) The number of wooden hengars anda canvconnent buildin s is 
not clear. Two wooden hangars, each 26x30 nevers , end eye 
centonnent buildings were reported before. 

(4) Detailed information on the status of technical eyuupment 
is received for the first time. 

(5) 4 permanent occupation of the fleld by a Soviet unit is con= 
sidered improbable at present due to the lack of technical 
equipment and quartering facilities.
